A great 
jniaiiy hiive gone to these distiiit tliis 
year, more especially lo poinis iio-th of 
the C. 1'. 1!.; advance agents for settlers 
have pnreliiis d as many as .|!i sections 
at o:.e t me. .Norlli of lieginu and t.'al- 
gary numbers of small towns h.ive 
sprung up, and if the number iif coui- 
nieicial travelers covering the,-e dislricis 
can be tulieii as a guide, business iiiiist 
be veiy brisk, J^he increase of population 
ill the .Northwest Ti.'rritories iiiiil Mani- 
toba will alfect agriculture in Hrltisli 
Coliinibia in two ways. b'niit wHl be 
sliiliped East in large (printities as fast 
IIS it can be prodnced.

The 
Iniior troubles in the Kooteuay, which 
arrested progress for a time, are now 
I over, ami miners are resuming steady 
woik. Tin; Crow's Nest nnd tho Boun- 
dary countries are especially promising 
and improving. Tlie old Cariboo countrj', 
if the snow fall is good, and w.nteb in 
conseiiucnco plentiful, will make a good 
showing next year. There are other 
mining districts which are not so well 
known in the Fast, and. which -ivill soon 
be familiar to the pu'rilic. In [larticular 
the mines of the Island just north of 
\'ictoria in ■which a great deal of work 
is being done and which have alreailv a 
paying oiitiuit. 

The Trade from the North ' Pacific 
ports, with the Orient and Australia is 
only in its =11 fancy, but is one wliich no 
man can estimate. In "S'ancouver, the 
Canadian I'acihc tite.amers cannot handle 
the freight offered, and other boats arc 
being imrchasnd to keep pace with the 
trade. In addition to tho .C. P. R., 
there is a .Tapanese lino of steamers and 
several United States lines running to 
Seattle, and the Great Northern Kail- 
way coniininy is building very large 
liners at the present time.

THE •■WHITE iCO>MrA>.T. 

In the Thirteenth Century, lAihiuet, 
bishop ot Toulouse, organized a baud of 
assassin's, ■which he called The iWhite 
iCompnny, and led them through Frnuce, 
massacring all persons who presir.ned 
not to accept the dogmas Ihen taught by 
the chuivli. This is the 'lirst year of the 
Twentieth Century, 'and therkoro this 
ruiihless 'bishop must have flourished less 
than seven hundred years ago. The 
cui'inizat ion of New I'^ii'^'iand by the 
riigrim Kuthers and of what are now 
the Maritime Urovinces ot Canada by 
the Kietieh, took place nearly three hun- 
(Irod yoni's ago, or at a period almost 
h:ilf-way lietweeii the present and tho 
l-ime when Tlie White Company 'was do-_ 
ing its Idoody work. It seems a startling 
thing that at so comparatively recent a 
date in the history of a country, whicli 
has cla'med so long to be in the fore- 
front of civ'.iization, such a state ot 
things could be iKissi'ble, and that th? 
ferocious bishop and his crime-stained 
followers should he wehiomed by such a 
man (is Simon de 'Montfort, the great 
Rarl of Leicester, ns his allies in one of 
his French faniiiaigns. It is also start- 
ling to relloct that stick an organization 
should have done its horrible deeds in 
tho name of Gbrint twelve centuries nf- 
t-T Hj had closed His brief but momen- 
tous mission. 

.\ recent writ-. ■ .■ v;iie of the religions 
." 'Views tells Us . ' f the vliiirchmen of 
tho. Middle Ages had reduced theology 
to an exact science. By what he calls 
tho appKcntior: ot Aristotelian reasoning, 
he sa.vs tliey had taken the truths ot in- 
spiration and from- them ennstniett'd a 
svftcui of iheoiogy, which is e.xact, that 
is, l.K" arithmetic, which must neces- 
sarily be exact or it is not arithmetic, or 
like chemistry, which, though exiierimen- 
te.l in most of its stages, is capable of 
beini,' rendered exact. The Bishop of 
Toulouse and his White Company were 
one of the products of this exact science 
of theology, and ■it could doujjtlcss be 
demonstrated by a churchman of the 
Middle Aires, by the principles of Aris- 
totelian i-easoiiiiig, that to sliuigliter her- 
etics was not only a moat laudable un- 
dertaking, but the plain duty of every 
true son of the fhu^ch. Hence this 
While Company was able to lloiirish and 
enjoy the fall aiiproval of high ece'.esi- 
nsti<'al authority. Sureiy there has been 
a vast change in matters of a religious 
nature since that time. 

We ennuot today easily nnderstand the 
condition of society, which mado jiossi- 
ble tin existi'iicc of such social condi- 
tions as iierinitti'd the ]iroseciit'iim of 
surh an infamous sys.tem. The oivili/.ed 
world shuddered with horror at the news 
i f the Boxer outrages. These, ns direct- 
ed against foreigners, were not to lie 
mentioned with the deeds of The White 
Company, but tho attacks upon the Chi- 
neso Christians furnishes something 
.iUologous. Thus we had in China 
last year cxisthig side by side 
two conditions illustrating the great 
strides mado by the civilized Occi- 
dent since the Thirteenth Century. The 
Roxers, slaying native Christians with- 
out pity were the Twentieth .Century 
successors of The "Whito Company, and 
side by side 'with them were the soldiers 
of Chnistendoni, and also those of a 7in- 
tion which is not yet 'Chnistian, and 
witli tho troops all the appliances ot the 
Red Cross Society, the former, as a rule, 
blending mercy with coiuiuest, tho lat- 
ter extending merciful he !() to frieud and 
foe alike. AVo repc-at that the events 
in China during tho last summer have 
afforded us a measure of judging of the 
va.st distance which eeparates the 
Christianity of our day from that of the 
Thirteenth Century. 

■\\'hit is tlic cause of this almost in- 
comprchcnsLble difference? Wo venture 
to any that it is bieoausc Christianity has 
broken tho shackles of "exact theology," 
and has been free to advance in hor 
(.loil-appointed way. The tiospcl of 
Christ is wider than lininiin language. 
It npipeals to a side of htr.naii iiutnre 
wiiich has not yet ff.und words 
wherewith to., express its emotions, its 
sonshtioKS, its experiencos. Paul: the 
founder of the Aristotelian school of 
reasoning, as applied to Christianity, 
was carefid to tell his followers that 
certain things ivcre only to be "spiritu- 
ally discerned." He nit^t logic witli logic, 
but when it came to testifying of his 
oT\".! faith ill his Divine CMas- 
ter. he siioke only from the fullness or 
his knowledge. Iri 'hls famous speech 
before Agrippa hi> did not rely , upon

After a decent •interval 
the gauntlet was handed to the Ohtim- 
pioii, who i>ut it in. and O'ode a low 
obeisance to the Queen, who thereupon 
drank to hiiu out of a gold cup, which 
sho caused to «1h) again filled and sent 
to tbo Champion, who drank ixt tho 
Queen out of it, and once more making 
an ohoisaiice. rodo 11-om the, Hall, carry- 
ing the en|) with hini as his fee.

It in said to Imve been establishcfl 
by Williniu t'he 'Coininerer, who bestowed 
it U|M)ii 'Huron ile .Marniion, in wliose 
f.'iiiiily it remained, until the direct line 
became extinct, wliou it descended to 
the 'Dymolves by whom it has since been 
held.

When the Pioneers eat around th.i fes- 
tive hoard at the Vtetoria hotel on Fri- 
day night they told some talcs of British 
Colmnbi.'i in tlie sixties. A good story 
was then told by Mayor Hay ward of 
bow they surprised iMr. Edgar (after- 
wards speaker iu tho House of Com- 
mons), who came here to adjust matters 
regiiiilinK tlie "Carnarvon terms" and 
tho C. P. railway. It was 27 years ago, 
mill with Mr. "Jock" Robertson, who 
sat at the banquet table, the Mayor was 
then a councillor.

"A'ery well, we'll play without 
you," nnd ' taking twent.v-doUar gold 
pieces, the couneil'ors played pitch nnd 
toss, while Mt*. Edgar looked on .amazed, 
wonilering what riches the country must 
pnsser's, whore common councillors could 
ildny pit<»!i and toss with twenty-dollar 
gold piwes, Tlie game went nn glori- 
ously. As soon as one innii was liroke 
more coin would he surreptitiously pass- 
ed t* him. nnd ^Mr. Edgar was ki-ui as- 
tonished. What he reported when he re- 
turni'd East is unknown, but while iu 
Metoria he oftiMi rpm.arkeil that this 
innst bf a rinli country inileed when 
cominou councillors coiild play "pitch

Homar Swaney, ivho has extensive 
mining interests on the West Coast of 
Vancouver Island and Te.\ada, left for 
Iroiidiile, Wash., last night, e.fter visit- 
ing the iiroperties recently acciuired by 
his comiiany on Bnrkley sound, kjiown 
as the SarcLi) iron mine. The work of 
deve.oiniient, which has been actively 
prosecuted during several juonths past, 
iias prov-ed highly satisfactory, ftud .Mr. 
■Swaiicy is well ]dea<ed witli the pur- 
chasi', Cert-'iii mineral experts have 
held the opinion that the iron deiiosits 
at Sareta are only "bhw-oiits," or at 
most extens.ve iron eapiiings for copper 
.deposits, but development has shown nl- 
I most beyoii'l iiuestioii thtit the iron is 
there in tiuincient (inantit.v to warrant 
the hope tliilt it will prove permanent. 
'.Mr. iSwaney is strongly of the latter 
opinion, OUd it was his faith in the per- 
manent character of the property which 
led his associ'ites to invest there. 

A tunnel has been driven feet in 

solid iron ore. ami there is no indication 
of any cliangi'. In any event there is 
now siilllcient iron in sight to encourage 
the company to continue opcrjitions and 
piepare for skipping ore to their works 
at Irondalc in the spring. A. iS. Going. 
P. L. S., has Ibcnu engaged to make a 
sur'vey of the property, and also to phiii 
a route for a tramway from tho mine to 
tidewater, about a mile, over ^vhich the 
ore will he conveyed, thence it ■will be 
shipped to Irondale, to be converted in- 
to ])ig iron. 

.At present the company is getting a 
supply of ore from Ti'xadii island, where 
mining lias been in progress for some 
time past, and regular shipnicnts are 
[being niiide. Mr. Swaney exjiects that 
[the company's 50-ton furnace at Iron- 
dale will be blown in about Tuesday or 
Wediiesilay of this week for tho first 
I lime, mill li(< is naturally much interested 
, in the ri'siilt. 

I He was much surprised and annoyed 
[seeing in an evening paper yesterday a 
I statement that liis company was eon- 
Itemidating the hiiilding of a smelter at 
Sai-etn. and he assured a Colonist re- 
j ported that there was absolutely no 
' foumlaiiou for siieh a report. It was, 
he saiil, "a imre pipe dream," and as fjir 
from the truth as possi'ble. dii t'he ])res- 
ent e(mditi<in of the iron trade there was 
nothing to justify t'le estnblishinent of 
iron works on Vancmiver Island, the lo- 
■cnl demand is too small and the high 
duty placed upon iiKiniifacture<l iron by 
tlie U-nitcd States, and which is not 
countcrbalnnced by the Onnadian gov- 
crunieut bounty, <probibits such a ven- 
ture. As to the Oriental market, Mr. 
Swaney snys that is a possibil'ty of the 
future, hut,. so for ns ho can see, it wi.l 
he many years before the manufncturers 
of this coast can hope to compete with 
those of Groat Britain, Germany and 
the Atlantic const. T>abor and . ocean 
freights are so much higher here that 
there is veiy little hope of meeting .that 
forniidii'ble competition until tho popu- 
lation of this const is very considernhly 
lincreased. .Meantime nil that can he ac- 
coniplisihed here is the establisluueiit of 
small works, sulllcient to suipplv the lo- 
Ic.'il market, i.e., Br'tish Columbia. 
! Washinglon, Oregon, Idaho and Cali- 
fornia, and gradually increase tlie ont- 
)iiit as th'.' di'iiiniid incretises. To siipjily 
this ni:irlcct. it is only natural that tlii> 
works shonlil lie estalilished at tho jioiiit 
iiio';t conveuii'iit to its centre, and it is 
i for tli.'it reason that the company have 
I chosen Irondale as their base of opera- 
tions. To atteiii|it to manufacture iron 
here would handicap the industry with 
a high tariff and doom it to failure. 

Mr. Swaney also denied that he, or his 
comiiany, had the intention of building 
a railway from the mine to Duncans, or 
:iiiy where else; in fact, he declared that 
he never heard of such a proposition 
until he saw it in the evening paper. He 
would liko to^ce such a road built, as it 
would make traveling to the West Coast 
much more comfortable and rapid, hut 
he had never, thought of embarking in 
such an enterprise. 

"You can say," said he, "that wo are 
goine to demonstrate that the ores of 
Vancouver Isl.nnd are suited for the 
manufacture of Iron. Wo iiropose 
shiiiping from 'Snretn about SO tons .i 
day, when wo have our funiaces in fiiM 
going order, but we are not in the rai'- 
w.iy bufjinesR. and have no intention of 
going into it." 

The company will keep a force of men 
at r.ork all ■winter, developixix the pro- 
iii'ity, and liope to begin sfliippiing car.v 
in the spring.

PRISONS OF jraBocco. 

From I^ondon Times. 

I "Z', gi.tn TO he able lo rc]iorl that 
it is the intention o!' the Sullmi very 
shortly to introduce new nicii sines re- 
gariling the iirisons ailiniiiislration 
throiiirhont the country. AiiytliiiiL- more 
jntiiible than the state of the prisuiis u]) 
to the present it is iin])ossibl(> to imagine. 
..Viiy .'Moorish subject is li.-ihle lo be siez- 
ed nt any moment and incarcerated, and 
.'IS often as not witliojiit the least pre- 
tence of a trial. I have seen many pris- 
oners in the country districts who were 
even iiiiiiware of the charges on ■which 
they had been arrested, hut I never saw 
one who did not know that he would 
not obtain his liberty until Ik; paid for 
il. Tlie mere rumor that a farmer or a 
];easant had saved a feiv dollars wns 
siillicient for his inoareeration. 

But as is tho condition of the town 
jiiisoiis— though the Howard society has 
done much for those of 'rangier and tha 
const towns— the country jails, attachel 
as a rule to the residences of the dis- 
trict governors, baffle description. Of- 
ten they consist of a small square yard, 
surrounded by high walls, without shade 
or shelter from the sun or rain. Thoro 
is no water-supply, and what is sent to 
the prisoners ip generally .bad and al- 
ways insufllcient, nnd of course, no san- 
i!'.'ii-y arrangements of any kind exist. 
Tho state Of these prisons is awful, and 
to aihl to the horror, the prisoners are 
chaiueit by their necks to one long heavy 
iron chain, .tnd so nearly together that 
Hho entire ■^veigllfc falls upon the rough 
iron collars. I saw one one occasion 
men chained to one chain, and not a yard 
between each man. iln nddition to this 
heavy shncltles are riveted on their legH. 
Yet the men who arc suffering these tor- 
tures are as often as not guilty of no 
greater crime than that by years of la- 
bor thev have nmn.s.sed a littlo fortunn 
often pitiably small. There is no rclcapo 
until it is handed over. Even more. aw- 
ful than these ahove-groiiiid r.risoiis arc 
the nubtorranean dungeons, frdm ■\vhich 
light niid nir are almost excluded, nnd 
wbro-e r'lcn^p generally comes to the 
sufferer in dentli'. 

:\Inl,'ii Ahdnl A/.'iz. the Saltan, hns au 
nouiicc'l Ills intention of changing all 
this. The' prisons aro to he thnrouirhlv 
overhauled, and inspectors nre to visit 
them to report on the condition ot th 
■Iirisoiiers, Instead of the prlponers be- 
ing dependent upon their rel;itions for 
food, ns has always lieen tli" case. sutR- 
cient rations are to 'be distributed by the 
local officials. No r^ofnriu wns more 
greatly needed in iTlorocco nnd the 
thanks of tho whole world nro duo to .the 
young Sultan, who hns woke up to, the 
fact that an end must be made once, and 
for all to these horroru, . - ■' •■ •

.Sir,— Now that wo are upon the eve of 
a "political contest," 1 wish to cvpress my- 
self rchulvc to the personalities lndul;,'eil 
In, onlv too freiiuently bv those who should 
know better. It is a shame that so much 
mud is constantly thrown at men hohllni; 
responsible poaltl.ms, not onlv lu political 
but miiulcliial alTairs. anil I venture to 
hope that tilt; business of the city and 
province may bo conducted In such a way 
as to receive the commendation of all men.

that no further ofl'orts are necessai-j-. 

No work can stand still, and this year 
the nuurbor of cases relieved has in- 
creased, the iihaneial .report'Js .satisfac- 
tory, the number of snbsoPib'ers is larg- 
er, a.iul the .s-ervic'es of the nur.s-o have 
never been more npprecinted. At the 
commencon^siit of tlie year the out.'ook 
was anything l.-iit '<'h<'erful. ISefove tho 
last report was prinreil the iinr.so un- 
fortunately caught typhoid lever-, and 
liail to 1h! taken to tho hnspit.jL The 
dilllculty of linding a snhstitute was 
great, .as at that time there was a good 
demand for mirsos, but after a few 
weeks the appointment of .'Mrs. Herbert 
relieved all anxiety, niA she has during 
the past 11 months worked most faitli- 
fuUy and zealously, nud the. report, from 
the 'Home comimttees and £rom tlio 
patients, show the wanri' welcome that 
everywhere has been "given to her. 

Tho number of Tisits paid since Janu- 
ary has been 857, which, including as it 
does, several long cases ueciliug much 
time and attention, tells its own .story 
of usefulness.

It lias been popularly explained ifor 
yeiire that tlie needle iixiinted to a inng- 
netie lioe, which has been located at a 
t-pot northwest of JIuiLson's Bay or 
Hoiitliin Felix, 'hut recently scientists 
liave not (been sure of the Uxity of this 
magiiotie .\k)\c. The lluetations in the 
needle from time to time through secu- 
lar periods, to say nothiiij; o£ the slight 
varititions at different hours of tHie day, 
indicate that many' elements enter into 
ttic rcdkouing, and scleDCC has by no 
means f cttleil tlie cause aud meaning of 
them all. It is easy to account for local 
eccentricities of the neetlle b.v the pres- 
ence of dej'o its of iron or other metals 
nltructing or repelling the needle, but 
the theory underlying the whole thiii.g 
still remains much in the daiilt. 
The total change between the niorii- 



leven iiiiniites in niidsunwner and ii)er- 
liaps half this amount in mid-iwiiiter; 
yet this is a quantity wliicli must not 
be ignoreil in precise work. Jn Germany 
niiuu surveying has been broutrht to such 
nn art thnt some of the principal mines 



maintain s^nall maguetic observatories, 
whore the 'Jcdinstion is recorded contin- 
uously throughout the day by photo- 
graph.v. The mine surveyor then uses 
the value of the declination to the near- 
est .minute as prevailing at tlie time of 
the d.iy -ivlieii he is running lis line.

London seems 
to ba\e ll)o<'ii one of the iilaccs. whore 
the needle has ibeen iiio^t erratic. It 
was eleven degrees east of north in IGoS, 
and tweuty-four degrees west of north i 
in 181L'. It is now receding towanls the 
true north. In Baltiiiiore, the needle 
jwinteil six degrees and six minutes west 
in 1(>7II. and in ISOi; ^.-as only thirty-nine 
.minims west. A sueet a mile long 
laid out 'by the <om]iiiss in that city in 
1(>70 would have had its north terminus 
r>0-l feet too far west in l.'^irj. It is re- 
.lated that a magnetic (i)arty, iwliile es- 
ta!blisliitig :i meridian line for the use of 
siirveyois at lOhetitertown, Mil., the 
county sent of- KenJ, found that the 
imaiii street ran nearly niagnetically 
.northwest and southwest. Assuming 
that the street had iteeJ" laid out to run 
exactly so, it appeared from old mag- 
netic data that the town must have been 
laid out in tlu' early iiai't of tlie eight- 
eenth ceiitiir.v, Upon looking up the re- 
cords the asi^iiinptioii was itound to be 
correct.

lo the watcher of the skies. 
It he be -favored with clear 
■weather he may count Mith 
reasonable ccitninty on seeing some- 
thing of that most interesting group of 
sliooliiig stai^s wliicli is known us "tho 
Ijisiniils," while if he 'be really fortunate 
enough lo witness a display of Shis 
groiiii under the bi.«t conditions he will 
be reW'arded by one of the most sublime 
spect'iiclcs which it is po.ssible for the 
eye ot man to 'bobold. 

Let us first brielly . think of what a 
shooting star really consists. It jnay 
seem htird to 'believe that one of these 
mbjects 'uliieli Kt reams across the sky

If their track had reniaiiied in the 
same place we should uniiuestionably 
have ri'peateil ill l.S!)!.) the grand experi- 
ence of ISOd. But the track of the 
sliooting stars had swerved. It had been 
beut aside siilllcieiitly to escajie actually 
crossing the earth's trad;. 

The coiiseiiueiice was that tlinugh -we 
"Were assured that the stream of I>i'on- 
ids -was ill our viciuit.v, yet ils distance 
was far enough to enable them to escape 
tliat fatal net which the atmosphere ex- 
tends to catch tliem. 

It only remnius to consider the causes 
■ivhifh ibcut the meteoric stream aside 
-with a result so disappointing. 

We cannot feel quite sure of the cnuse 
but tliere is tlu' fitl'ongcst probniliility 
that it was liue to the action of the 
planets. Vi.inis and .Ttipitor, to mention 
but two of tlu'ui, are constantly acting 
b.v their at'riiction. In resjionse to tlieir 
a'riictioii the earth and all the inembers 
of tli(. solar system, including the sleiot- 
ing stars, mast sinbmit to slow and small 
<-hanires in tlieir orbits. 
Those clianges operated iinrortunately 
lis. They causeTT the earth's track 
mil the Leonid's trade to sojiarate slight- 
ly, and thus the shoal escaped. 

In the inlerest of future generatioiis 
we may hope tliat the same iforces -\vill, 
lis is t'iieir wont. ])roceed in the n(>xt 
deeiidi's to undo the -work they have 
done ill the last, and thus again place the 
orbits ill «uch a poiition as shall enable 
humanity to perceive one of the most 
imposing of natunil phenomena.

as tlio cause or causes of the deprecia 
tion.

Enough fuel to sustain lh<j lire 
of life is necessary for work, but heaii 
on the coal and yon will deaden the 
overburden. 'd llaiiie. The great tljink- 
ei-s, the great workers in any direction 
but a piin !y idiysical one, Inlve for the 
most part been abstemious men. If not 
naturally of small appetite, they have 
exercised constant restraint, grudging 
from the play of higher functions every 
TOotoont and every Piiergy siieni upon 
the animal activities of their nature. 

"Hiiibit soon helps the line effort of 
such .people, and it becomes nritui-iil for 
them to eat less, to drink less and to 
sleep less than their fellows. Thus, in 
long life of intellectual actlTity many 
scores of hours are utiized for tho maiii 
puiposo which in tho case nf other men 
are si|iiandcred ui),.n the dinner tailile or 
ill the me':' uotliiugness of sleep or 
idlini.'. Carlyle was jiislilieil in declar- 
ing a c.'ipncity for work to be the es-

life is read, iiO matter how brilliant his 
natural gifts, sooner or Inter he is found 
to have worked with unswerving con- 
slancy and impel tiirable devotion. Oth- 
ers as gifted have left no mark; it was 
in the will and the power to work that 
the genius asserted i.tself. It is com- 
mon to hear a man say, 'So-and-so is a 
genius; if he workec), ho could do any- 
thing.' Just because he does not work 
'So-and-so' must be denied the title. In 
the natural sciences, and jirofcssions, 
such as medicine, tiiat depend upon 
them, the iii(!vit!ibleuess of great work 
for great achievement is, perhaps, more 
obvious than in the service of art aud 
lileratiire. 

'The artist and the writer of genius 
are gifted with inspiration falling to n& 
man of mere talent, however hard he 
works. Yet even ko, the genius works 
to illustrate his inspiration, whether it 
is Ilaphflei at his ca-sel or iShakespcare at 
liis (le.sk, with a kind of frenzy of ap- 
licatioiv and a continuous determination 
that are impossible to' men not so en- 
dowed. Such labors of the will and of 
the brain demand at the time the whole 
eiii'rgios of a hiinia n _lieiiig. Xo lower 
member of the confedt.-'rateii body which 
is :min must seek employment while 
the master parts are thus at work. So 
it is, then, that the litlb'-eating wo'-k- 
<'r blesses the world with fruits whicli 
the voluiituary and the gourmet liiay 
iiossibly eu.ioy at .his well-fed ease, but 
can never hope to emulate,"

And Lives to Tell the Story-- Wonderful Case 
of Dr. Andre Broca, of Paris. 



To be shocked, apparently to death, 
,by eleclr.city, and then to re- 
cover and describe one's sensa- 
tions with scientific accuracy- 
such is the increilihlo e.xpereuce of Dr. 
Andre Broca, one of the foremost phys- 
cians of Frame, a professor in the 
Paris School of Medicine, aud the au- 
thor of a number of books which are 
autboritle?) among scientists. 

Now that he Is safely over his own 
electrocu.ion Dr. Broca has written the 
-following accouut of his amazing adven- 
ture. 

(.)n the day in question wo were mak- 
iiii: variiiiis trials In regard to currents 
of high frociuency. 

i.\ly mind 'became absorbed and I Inad- 
vertently seized two electrodes In my 
Imnil--. 

I was thrown down with great vio- 
lence by a general niiiseiiiar tetanus, in- 
cliiiliii-" .-ui-h a stilf I"i-l;jaw that my 
j,iw-liiines ami musi.-les hurt me for two 
days a flerwarils. I had time to make a 
great but useless effort to let go liie 
electrodes. On tho lloor I innst liavi 
been cofrsi-ious during nt least two sec- 
onds, lor I remember distinctly i>hy«ic • 
al pain a.'id anguish. 

I i-ecnllected the experiments of Pre- 
vost and Uattelli, and I said to myself 
very clearly: ^ 

'This is an alternated current, my 
heart is going to sto]), I am doomed." 

Thou 1 tried to cry out to uM. Turch- 
ini^ my assistant : 

■"Turchiiii, cat the circuit!" 

Hut I could oiilj- utter a formless 
moan.

THE STOLEN PEARL 



From King Ed vyard YIL's. Diadem Has Been 
Found in a Pawnshop in Hungary. 



HIS is the story of how tho price- 
less black pearl which belongs to 
King IMward's diadem, and 
which was stolen in 1751, has 
just been recovered from a Hungarian

THE French military press cxiiibits 
anxiety about the progress which, 
is being niadi; In Germany in the 
development of a quick-firing field-gun.

with a weapon far superior to 
that iu use in any other nr- 
any. They -now learn liowever that (.«ei'- 
man antillerisls laMhough for the time- 
outpaced, have of late been rapidly ve- 
gaiuiiig Jost ground. The b'pance Mili- 
taiie repor.is a .series of trials made with, 
some pieces constructed, or rather cim- 
verteil, ifrom an old ito la new iiat't^'rii, iu 
the Krnpp factories. It is said lliat 
twenty rounds 'were fired in tifty seconds 
of course witliont any relaying of tho 
trmi between the rounds, aud tliat at 
0,500 vards' range tihe piojectiles all 
struck' w-ithiii a rectauglo of forty yards 
in ileptfi ami three ya.rds in widtli, and 
at 2,000 yards within a rectangle of six- 
ty-ifour iby live yards. Equally good n;- 
KU'lt.s wore obtnined when the gun was 
fired on paved or macadamized roads, 
and also when in (action on an ascendin.g- 
slope of six degrees or on a descending 
slope of nine degrees. "If," the French 
journtil says, "tin so rciixirts are true, and 
Ihere seei'ns to ibe no reason to douibt 
their .substantial accuracy, our,.75-gUli is 
likely to bo not surpassed, iperhaps;;l})ttt 
equalled, llu Gorjiiaiiy strenuous efforts 
nre .being made, to jfiutoh u^ ripi'' and' if 
tihese have not Ibeeri altogether successful 
it must Ibe admitted that wo'hnv6 lost 
much of the start we had gained."

without Tcsistance or protest. His one 
aim, apparently, was to lead a quiet life, 
unvexod by sta^o problems. Xothing, 
of course could liavo .pleased tlie palaco 
favorites (liott^r. Tlie.v had their own 
way almost in evei-yithing. nnd Kbulil 
enjoyed himself, perfectly indifTerent to 
the maladministration whii-h has iheen 
Hiringing the country nearer and nearer 
to ruin.

eleven 'minutes, (liy .moans of a petroleum 
lamp, nnd that forty-two pints Of potrol- 
eiim w.iiihl siilTlce to iboU fOUr ll^nts oC 
water per dicrn for one hundred onen 
for seven days. To carry out Ms.schomfi 
a "water scciiou" ol tlie army Vould 
ll)c necessar>-, and one imuSo -for a unit of 
one hundred man. ^ftwnsport, lie con- 
tended, -would 'be dimiinlshed (by this 
schomo, Ibecauso eo much lc«3 -ivould be 
required ifor hospitals nnd the sick. 
(Maror-Gen, Ixn-d iDundonalil^-aid his 
exrpericnce in South Afri'jti kW^ Qiiiii to 
Ithe conviction that it -was impossible to 
mnko water snife by fi^ltration only, nnrl 
since returning to England ho had de- 
vised a means of cnrtim; water for itioil- 
iug purposes. In (ho future something 
must ibe done in the direction pointed 
out hy Dr. iCanney. He Bjelieved tho 
rations a''so ought to be Tuore variinl. He

Coiian 
iDoyle expressed doubts wliether llio 
sporting British officer whom, he had 
seen at the fromt would lie a rigid sani- 
tarian, nnd whether any authority 
would prevent Tommy Atkins drinking 
water, however unwholesome, when he 
WHS sufreriiig extreme itHiirst. He fiug- 
givted that the proper thing.
